little power goes a LONG way, antennas are usually small and qrm low.

QRP DX while possible on 40 is mighty tough work, it's much more 
usable for stateside rag chews. When DX is on you'll have plenty of 
competition to work it from QRO types.

I have been using ladder line for a number of years and it works great. I run no 
more 

then ~100 watts and if I ever use the kw (on Navy MARS) I might make a few changes 
in 

the way it comes into the house. The feed point is above the roof peak (a pole in 
the 

vent pipe) and the line runs over the edge (alum drip lip) and across the gutter 
(alum) 

on a second roof, then past the metal porch roof and into the shack (via 
feedthru's) 

after it is strund over floor joists for the porch. 


The feedthru's go through an aluminum plate, installed in place of a pane of 
glass. It 

could be 1/4" plywood too. I have, for a number of years, just shut the window on 
the 

wire (wood window)... 


I have no problems in the shack with rf. I feed it with a Johnson KW match box or 
other balanced tuner. Any of my tuners seem to work well, I only have problems 
with 

the ts-440, tuning at 4045khz for MARS. I seem at this freq (above 4.000) it 
switches 


If I ever get time, I would add 1-2 ft standoffs around the roof/metal as I am 
sure it 

doesn't help, but I don't seem to have any problems with it as is. It's been that 
way 

10-15 years now, why change... 


I do find the weather/sun makes the plastic brittle after a number of years (5+)?

A couple of suggestions 
1. Try mounting the ariel at a low angle..say 20 degrees. 


2. Make certain that your camper is earthed, copper pipe into the 
ground...the works. 


3. if the ceiling of the camper is mostly plastic, try cover/coat the 
ceiling (discreetly) with either chicken wire or foil and make sure it's 
well earthed...copper pipe etc 


4. Last try...extend the ground plane to 5m+ around the camper..this will 
help...you need this with vertical antennas. Convince you neighboors that 
it helps the grass grow, discourage pests etc. Don't forget that the 
ground plane can be UNDERGROUND...that is ..under topsoil.... 


This works...I used to have a CB antenna, a Sigma 4 which was not 
performing, so as I could not get it on the roof I put it on a rotating 
metal washing line. This was then improoved by adding a chicken wire 
ground plane , approx 4m2. 


You see real estate here is EXPENSIVE...no 120 foot gardens unless you 
live in the country..I live in LOndon, in a Victorian terraced house in 
the suburbs. Erecting an antenna in parts of London requires local 
government (Camden) approval!

I have seen several messages lamenting the lack of QRP stations in the 
CW SS. I have to say that it just isn't so. The problem is that QRPers 
are hunting and pouncing and not calling CQ. As a result, you didn't 
work each other. I'm not sure why you weren't calling CQ, because 
plenty of you had big enough signals to get lots of answers. Well..., 
some answers. 


Anyway, from the other side of the power spectrum here is the percentage 
by category. I was operating high power, and I was running about 2/3 

of the time, so from this coast, I would say that the percentage of 

QRP stations calling is reasonably representative. 


Q 84 11 % 
A 469 59 % 
B 239 30 % 


So, there were still more Bs than Qs, but it sure seemed to me that 
a lot of QRP stations were in the fray. And when there were multiple 
stations calling, it was often a QRP signal that rode over a high 
power one due to propagation or better operating - like calling 

on frequency. 


One peeve. Please don't repeat the information unless asked. There 
was a real tendency for QRP stations to repeat everything. In almost 
all cases, it was unnecessary. Once you were tuned in, you were 

just as readable (or unreadable) as any other power level calling. 


Maybe next time, I'll turn off my amp, but old habits die hard.

After reading this list for about a year, I've decided that I have to 
come out of the closet. I just can't hide any longer. The truth is 
that I'm a SOFTWARE ENGINEER not a hardware engineer. While most of 
you are off gathering the most interesting tidbits from your data 
books, I'm more apt to be gathering tidbits from by C++ bible or the 
manual for some GUI toolkit. Although I am somewhat skilled with a 
soldering iron, my skills are more geared to using tools like a 
editors and compilers. 


I have been thinking about writing a software package to aid in 
homebrewing. I was somewhat excited when I saw that HQ just announced 
a package similar to what I had in mind, but was really turned off by 
the lack of a real user interface and the price tag.

4) I am capable of designing and building a package as described, but 
will need the help of people who have expertise in circuit analysis 
to help me design and verify the guts of the program. Are you 
interested in helping with this part? 


If I receive a positive response from this inquiry, I will begin 
writing a User Interface Specification for package. I invision 
releasing an initial version of the spec around Xmas and image it will 
go through a couple of revisions early next year.
